WASHINGTON — Turning 
overtly to politics in the af- 
termath of the latest terror 
attack, President Donald 
Trump on Wednesday called 
the U.S. criminal justice sys- 
tem a “joke,” demanded the 
cancellation of the green 
card lottery program that 
allowed the suspected New 
York City attacker to enter 
the country and said he 
would consider housing 
the suspect among alleged 
foreign terrorists in Guanta- 
namo Bay. 

In remarks before a Cab- 
inet meeting and earlier 
in the day, Trump assailed 
Democrats in general and 
New York’s senior senator, 
Chuck Schumer, in particu- 
lar for blocking his propos- 
als to restrict immigration.
